Here’s How to Play! This Me Reader book 
1. Select a Me Reader book to read. is designed to work 
2. Press its matching book button on the Me Reader sound pad. with this sound pad: 


3. Open the book to any page. 

4. Press the color-coded page button that matches the button picture 
and border color of the page you’re on, and hear the story read aloud. 
(If you would like to stop the story, press the same page button again.) 

5. To hear another page of the same book, repeat Steps 3-4. 

6. To hear another book, repeat Steps 1-4. 


Troubleshooting 
° Are you using the sound pad that corresponds with your set of books? 
* Did you remember to press a book button before pressing a page button? 
* Does the book button you've pressed match the Me Reader book you selected? 
* Does the page button you’ve pressed match the button picture and border color 
of the page you’re on? 
¢ Is the LED light off? If so, the sound pad has gone into sleep mode. Sleep mode occurs after 
two minutes of inactivity. To wake it, press the button that matches the book you want to read. 
¢ Is the LED blinking? If so, the batteries are low. You might need to replace the batteries.

Battery Installation 
|. Open battery door with small flat-head or Phillips screwdriver. 
2. Install new batteries according to +/- polarity. If batteries are 
not installed properly, the device will not function. 
3. Replace battery door; secure with small screw. 


Battery Safety
